LITTLE ROCK.—(/Pi—The State plan- 


ning Board, pointing to a rising tide of 
Irnf/ic deaths in Arkansas, advocated 
Saturday a six-point program to re- 
duce accidents. 


The board, in n chapter of its an- j 


nual report, said during the six-year 
period of 1930 to 1935, inclusive, on 
average of 309 persons were killed each 
year in automobile accidents in the 
state. 


The majority of these accidents, in 


order of the number of their occur- 
rence, the boartl said, were the result 
of carelessness on the point of pc- 
destrinivs; collisions; overturning of 
cars; carelessness on the part of pas- 
•engcrs jumping, stepping, or falling i 
from moving vehicles; excessive speed 
on curves or unfamiliar roads; and 
lack of caution at grade crossings. 


Board's Recommendations 


The Ixjard recommended: 
1. A standard drivers' license act be 


pa.ised and rigidly enforced. 


2. A complete and accurate record 


of all accidents, based on a compul- 
sory accident reporting act. be main- 
tained. 


3. Modern, uniform acts regulating 


traffic on the highway be passed. 


4. An adequate and competent luKh- 


way patrol be cbnstiinlly maintained 
for the enforcement of all state traffic 
-lows. •

5. Safety instructions in schools, in- 


cluding high schools, be based upon 
a state school safety manual.

License Laws Effective 


Arkansas traffic deaths during 1hc 


five year period increased from 281 in 
1930 to 391 in 1935. The increase was 
broken in 1932 when only 240 persons 
were reported killed. The report con- 
trasted this, record with 10-year sta- 
tistics on stale enforcing drivers' li- 
cense laws. Such stales, it Slid, showed 
a total reduction of 21 per cent in their 
fatality rate. 


"Every driver is entitled to oxpcct 


that other drivers will be reasonably 
skillful and careful," the board said. 
"To provide this protection for the 
motoring public, the privilege of op- 
crating a motor vehicle should be 
given only to those people who can 
qualify as safe and efficent drivers. 
A stringent drivers' license law not i 
only gives the motorist this assurance, j 
but also reduces vehicle deaths. 
i 


It is estimated that 24,000 lives and 


nearly a million injured would have | 
been saved between 1926 and 1935 had 
the national trend in motor accident 
deaths kept pace with the reduction 
made in states having rigid driving re- 
quirements. 


"In the belief that the establishment 


of a definite goal would be an import 
ant step, in a more vigorous nation- 
wide trafic safety program, the execu- 
tive committee of the national safety 
council * " •* passed a resolution urging 
the nation to reduce- motor vehicle ac- 
cidents at. least 50 per cent by the end 
of 1910. 


"The attainment, of this goal will 


moan the elimination of 38,000 motor 
vehicle deaths, 1hc prevention of over 
a million and a quarter non-fatal in- 
juries, and the saving of more than 
one and a quarter billion dollars. There 
is ample evidence that the goal is at- 
tainable. It is most encouraging, for 
example, to note that motor vehicle 
fatalities in the first quarter of 1936. 
which is the first year of the five year 
campaign, arc nine P<T cent below the 
first quarter of 1935."

'about "Lillybcl"—as Elizabeth called 
herself—and "Granpa King," as she 
called King George. What was true in 
these articles was that the little girl 
had completely captured the heart of 
the King and that they had become 
excellent pals. A.11 of which was good 
grist for the London journals. 


And on August 21, 1930, arrived 


"Lillybet's" little sister, Princess Mar- 
garet Rose, who also now is an apple 
of the British public's eye.

// lion were listening on the radio at 4 o'clock Friday 


afternoon when King Edward the Eighth took his fare- 
well of the British empire you heard this moving plea— 


At long last I am able to say a few words of my own. I have never 


wanted to withhold anything but until now it has not been constitution- 
ally possible for me to speak. 


A few hours ago I discharged my last duty as king and emper.or. 


And now that I have been succeeded by my brother, the Duke of York 
my first words must be to declare my allegiance to him. This I do with 
all my heart. 


You know the reasons which have impelled me to renounce the 


throne, but I want you to understand that in making up my mind I did 
not forget the country or the empire which, as Prince of Wales and lately 
as king, I have for 25 years tried to serve. 


But you must believe me when I tell you that I have found it im- 


possible to carry the heavy burden of responsibility and to discharge 
my duties as king as I would wish to do without the help and support, 
of the woman I love. And I want you to know that the decision I have 
made has been mine and mine alone. 


This was a thing I had to judge entirely for myself. The other person * 


most nearly concerned has tried up to the last to persuade me to take a 
different course. I have made this the most serious decision of my life 
only upon the single thought of what would, in the end, be best for all. 
This decision has been made less difficult to me by the sure knowledge 
that my brother, with his long training in the public affairs of this coun- 
try and with his fine qualities, will be able to take my place forthwith 
without interruption or Injury to the life and .progress of the empire, 
and he has one matchless blessing, enjoyed by so many of you and not 
bestowed to me, a happy home with his wife and children. 


During these hard days, I have been comforted by her majesty, my 


mother, and by my family. The ministers of the crown and in particular 
Mr. Baldwin, the prime minister, have always treated me with full 
consideration. There has never been any constitutional differences be- 
tween me and them and between me and parliament Bred in the 
constitutional traditions by my father, I should never have allowed any 
such Issue to arise. 


Kver since I was Prince of Wales and later on, when I occupied the 


throne, t have been treated with the greatest kindness by all classes of 
the people wherever I have lived or journeyed throughout the empire. 
For that I am very grateful. I now quit altogether public affairs and I 
lay down my burden. 


It may be some time before I return to my native land, but I shall 


always follow the fortunes of the British race and empire with profound 
interest and if, at any time in the future, I can be found of service to his 
majesty in a private station I shall not fail. 


And now we all have a new king. I wish him and you, his people, 


happiness and prospertiy with all my heart. 


God bless you all! God save the king!

As 
"Testament" was the record of a dead 
and lost generation, this new volume 
i.s the record of the England which 
bred the lost generation and commem- 
orated it after the war. 


"Honourable Estate" is not only (hi-

world crisis of 1!)M. Each of the three 
marriages reflects a social mind, and 
through tlic.se minds i.s denoted the 
social history of England from

to 1930. Misx Brittain has sought to 
give life to the struggles, doubts, ex- 
periments, and crisis in the lives of 
men anil women during those years of 
transition. 


The three marriages arc those of the 


bullying and dogmatic- Rev. Thomas 
Kuthcrston, and frustrated Janet, who 
spends her life in a futile struggle for 
women's rights; of Stephen Aleyndene, 
wealthy mater potter, and Jessie, who 
had been a governess; and finally of

His American friendships began in 


loneliness. The loneliness never quite 
went away, so Mr. Hansell believed, 
and always the Prince of Wules sought 
out American friends.

time to love a woman from among 
them. Al. least, nol lo Mrs. Parkhurst, 
who knows Edward VIII, and knew his 
tutor and aides very well. 


Had Keen Sense of Duly

"One day I asked lhc lulor what the 


Prince of Wales' outstanding char- 
acteristics were," Mrs. Parkhursl says. 


Here is the answer she received 


from Mr. Hansell, the man who knew 
him longest and knew him best. 


"His outstanding characteristics are 


his sensitiveness and his great sense 
of duty. His interpretation of duty is 
a little different from that of many 
l>cople, due to the fact that the prince 
was so deeply affected by the suffer- 
ing lie saw in the war. 


"He always has been so sensitive to 


pain in others—so eager lo care 'for a 
bird with a hurl wing, a hungry child, 
anyone—thai sometimes il has been 
necessary to discipline him to keep him 
from going too far. 


Firm In His Views 


"From his small-boy days the prince 


has shown the finest, consideration for 
others, and a genuine democratic spir- 
it, but his loneliness has never been 
vanquished. Hc has shown an almost 
unconquerable will, though, at times. 


"Hc doesn't make up his mind quick- 


ly. When it is made up and he be- 
lieves that he is right, he doesn't 
change it easily."

'Hennaing of Hair' Broke 
. Out Two Weeks Before 


Hope Game—They Say 


DE QUEEN, Ark.—The most amus- 


ing incident of the fotball season, to 
fans of this section, was the lament by 
Coach Foy Hammons, of the Hope 
Bobcats, that DeQueen had used "red 
headed boys" in the game at Hope on 
November 13, which was won by De- 
Queen by a 13 to 7 score. 


The Bobcat mentor has questioned 


the eligibility of seven members of the 
Leopard team, according to a letter re- 
ceived by Miss Pearl Willimason, su- 
perintendent, from J. D. Clardy, pres- 
ident of the Arkansas Athletic Asso- 
ciation. 


School officials recalled that a week 


or two before the Hope game a wave 
of hair "hennaing" broke out in high 
school as a prank among the students, 
and that some members of the football 
squad were involved, resulting in some 
eight or ten of them appearing with 
'{reid" hah-. 


Coaches Orville Criswell and Al 


Harris branded as ridiculous Hammons' 
statement that he believed the boys' 
hair had been dyed "in an attempt to 
cover up something." 


It was believed here that Coach 


Hammons was impressed by the red 
hair of some DeQiieen players, the day 
following the Hope-DeQueen game. 
Both teams attended the Arkansas-S. 
M. U. game at Dallas on Saturday and 
the hennaed hair of some of the Leop- 
ards showed up particularly bright 
in the Texas sunshine.

The award 
was voted by hi.s teammates and 
Coaches Walker and Guy B. Hays. 


For the private amusement of Hope, 


and Hempstead county football fans 
we are today reproducing an article 
appearing in the DeQueen Daily Citi- 
zen which gives the position of E. B. 
Smith, editor of the paper and con- 
ductor of Gridst, toward the investiga- 
tion of athletic conditions at DeQueen. 


At the outset we wish to say that it 


has been four days since the story first 
broke in the DeQueen paper and as 
far as we can learn there has been no 
public statement from either of the 
DeQueen football coaches. 


Instead of welcoming nn investiga- 


tion of athletic conditions at DeQueen, 
Editor Smith takes the following posi- 
tion: 


"The Hope high school football auth- 


ities are plaintiffs and DeQueen is de- 
fendant in a complaint filed with the 
president of the Arkansas Athletic As- 
sociation, alleging seven players, only 
four of whom were members of the 
1936 DeQueen Leopard football squad 
which played at Hope, were ineligible. 


"Coming on the heels of; the star 


chamber meeting of "selected" coaches 
in Little Rock last Saturday, in which 
a plan was set on foot for 14 schools to 
form a conference and delegate to 
themselves exclusive and permanent 
status as state champion contenders, 
the charges against DeQueen arc not 
surprising. No kind of performance 
by a member of that group of coaches 
would now be surprising. 


"A coach who would enter into a 


conspiracy such as that of the Royal 14 
to kill the football prestige, incentive 
and spirit of all teams outside their 
little circle would be capable of going 
a step further to blacken the reputa- 
tion or exterminate a team against 
which he bore a special grudge. He 
would find balm in Gilead in thus at- 
taining a football championship which 
his team was unable to win the hard 
way. 


"DeQueen used only its regular play- 


ers against Hope—the same team which 
took it on the chin three times and 
was tied once, and which won eight 
victories, seven of them over teams 
which demonstrated their ability to 
take it, and offered no whimpering 
alibis or protests. Gridst doubts if 
there are many teams in Arkansas 
which could stand a better eligibility 
test than the Leopards, but why should 
the Leopards alone be called upon to 
stand such a test? 


"It is hoped the public will withhold 


judgment until after'the trial, and bear 
in mind that the defendant is entitled 
to the benefit of any doubts. After all, 
the public is going to be the jury to 
return the verdict of. most effect in 
this case. Juries have the right to con- 
sider the demeanor of prosecuting wit- 
nesses and defense witnesses. Juries 
may take into account all circum- 
stances in connection with the testi- 
mony, including Interest, prejudices, 
apparent malice and possible motives, 
and—an important consideration—the 
reputation of witnesses. Hope, as the 
prosecuting witness in this case, can- 
not escape such scrutiny. Under the 
circumstances, perhaps, DeQueen's po- 
sition as defendant is more enviable 
than that of the complaint. 
' 


"It has been common gossip for 


years that technical and flagrant flout- 
ing of eligibility rules has been prac- 


ticed by high school football teams of 
Arkansas, arid that few teams could 
test out 100 per cent on player eligibil- 
ity. 
It has remained for Hope, of all 


places, to come forward as a crusader, 
saying by its protest against DeQueen 
that Hope is without sin and Hope will 
cast the first stone. 


"To be impressive in this crusade, 


Hope must be able to say to the world: 
Hope never winks at association rules; 
Hope never has been guilty of recruit- 
ing or subsidizing players; Hope docs 
not permit any student to play .on its 
football team who fails to make his 
study credits; Hope does not permit 
any student' who is not strictly within 
the age limit, or who has played high 
school football during more than four 
seasons to play with the Bobcats; Hope 
complies strictly and conscientiously 
with the rules governing duty and re- 
muneration of coaches, and all other 
matters of finance; Hope toes the line 
strictly and Hope is going to require 
DeQueen to prpve to the world that 
DeQueen does likewise. 


"If DeQueen can prove it, and Hope's 


innocence is accepted, that will make 
at least two high school football teams 
in the state that are conspicuous for 
their 100-per cent purity."
